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Amended claims. 

1. (Currently Amended) A personal electronic web health log for personal 
health data associated with a user, comprising: 

at least one computer system including memory operating in response to 
predetermined stored instruction, and 

a m e mory in a personal computer, associated with a user of the p e rsonal computer, for 

electronically storing a local health log including personal health data, associated 

only with said auser, and including pre-structured electronic forms for receiving at least 

some of said personal health data; 

a data interface adapt e d to provide providing a communication link between a 

user and system participants when r e quired in ord e r to transfer and transferring at least 

some of said personal health data from said local health log to said system participants at 

least intermittently; and 

a conv e rter for producing anonymous encrypted data excluding identity information of 
said user , in response to receiving at least some of said personal health data;. , p e rmitting 
no inf e r e nce of an identity of th e user and for 

communicating said anonymous encrypt e d data for addressed filing of at least a 
portion of said anonymous encrypted data on a networks , said conv e rt e r b e ing actuated 
using sel e ction schemes including filters, said filters are valid for 

excluding from forwarding to said system participants data concerning particular 
items of qu e stion s associated with said local health logi_and for marking 

providing targeted partial forwarding of at least some of said personal health data 
in said local health log us e d for targeted partial forwarding to said system participants. 

2. (Currently Amended) The web health log as claimed in claim 1, wherein a 
user interface, protected by an authentication device, i s for enables inputting and 
maintaining data. 

3. (Currently Amended) The web health log as claimed in claim 2, wherein 
the user interface includes at least one of a keyboard and at least one interfaces-to at least 
one of a card and label readers and a remote controller. 

4. (Previously Presented) The web health log as claimed in claim 1, wherein 
the local health log includes tables with chronological updating, free text fields and link 
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elements. 

5. (Previously Presented) The web health log as claimed in claim 4, wherein 
the link elements, which allow jumps to other places in the local health log, other 
documents and Internet addresses, include at least one of, 

link elements for charts and images, 

link elements for fax and photo reproductions and e-mails containing 
documents and connections to doctors, laboratories having further data. 

6. (Previously Presented) The web health log as claimed in claim 1, wherein 
the selection schemes include elements of a consistency check for the purpose of 
checking the data for obvious errors and inconsistencies. 

7. (Previously Presented) The web health log as claimed in claim 1, wherein 
at least one anonymous encrypted health log is downstream of the converter, and is 
positioned at a storage location on the Internet via an Internet interface, and in which 
names and communication data for doctors are suppressed as standard and discriminating 
at least one of illnesses and treatments are suppressed at the responsibility of the user. 

8. (Previously Amended) The web health log as claimed in claim 1, further 
comprising a secure device for filing and finding a pseudonym ID under which the data 
are filed in encrypted form on the Internet. 

9. (Previously Presented) The web health log as claimed in claim 8, further 
comprising at least one of a web visiting card and emergency ID, stored on the Internet 
via an authentication device, which contain the pseudonym ID. 

10. (Previously Presented) The web health log as claimed in claim 1, further 
comprising a contractual module for transactions on a consumer-oriented health market. 

11. (Previously Presented) The web health log as claimed in claim 2, wherein 
the local health log includes tables with chronological updating, free text fields and link 
elements. 
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12. (Previously Presented) The web health log as claimed in claim 3, wherein 
the local health log includes tables with chronological updating, free text fields and link 
elements. 

13. (Currently Amended) A personal electronic web health log for personal 
health data associated with a user, comprising: 

at least one computer system including memory operating in response to 
predetermined instruction, and 

a data interfac e adapted to provide providing a communication link between a 
user and system participants, and adapted to transfer transferring at least some personal 
health data from a local health log to the system participants at least intermittently; and 

a p e rsonal comput e r, associat e d with a user of th e personal computer, including, : 

a m e mory for electronically storing said local health log including said personal 
health data, associated en4y with said a user, and including pre-structured electronic 
forms for receiving at least some of said personal health data; and 

a converter, for producing anonymous encrypted data excluding identity 
information of said user , in response to receiving at least some of said personal health 
dataj_ , permitting no inference of an identity of the us e r and for 

communicating said anonymous encrypted data for address e d filing of at least a 
portion of said anonymous encrypted data on a networks , said conv e rt e r is adapted to bo 
actuat e d using selection schemes including filters, said filters ar e valid for 

filtering to exclude from forwarding to said system participants data concerning 
particular items of qu e stions associated with said local health \ogi_ and for making 

providing targeted partial forwarding of at least some of said personal health data 
in said local health log used for targ e ted partial forwarding to said system participants. 

14. (Previously Amended) The web health log as claimed in clam 2, further 
comprising a secure device for filing and finding a pseudonym ID under which the data 
are filed in encrypted form on the internet. 

15. (Previously Presented) The web health log as claimed in claim 14, further 
comprising at least one of a web visiting card and emergency ID, stored on the Internet 
via an authentication device, which contain the pseudonym ID. 
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16. (Previously Amended) The web health log as claimed in claim 3, further 
comprising a secure device for filing and finding a pseudonym ID under which the data 
are filed in encrypted form on the Internet. 

17. (Previously Presented) The web health log as claimed in claim 16, further 
comprising at least one of a web visiting card and emergency ID, stored on the Internet 
via an authentication device, which contain the pseudonym ID. 

18. (Previously Presented) The web health log as claimed in claim 1, wherein 
the network is the internet. 

19. (New) A method for providing a personal electronic web health log for 
personal health data associated with a plurality of users, comprising the activities of: 

employing at least one computer system for, 

storing a plurality of health logs of a corresponding plurality of patients, an 
individual health log of an individual patient including at least partially encrypted 
anonymous personal health data of said individual patient and including pre-structured 
electronic forms for receiving at least some of said personal health data and being 
accessible exclusively by a code provided by said individual patient; 

establishing a communication link between a user and system participants and 
transferring at least some of said personal health data from said individual health log to 
said system participants at least intermittently in response to patient command; 

producing said at least partially encrypted anonymous personal health data in 
response to receiving at least some of said personal health data; 

communicating said at least partially encrypted anonymous personal health data 
by targeted partial forwarding to system participants via a network; and 

using filters to automatically exclude data concerning particular items of said 
individual health log in response to predetermined patient selected configuration data. 
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
